Rashness in Public Life. 

Neo importance attaches to Judge 
Parker's so-called speeches except as 
a revelation of cheracter. They are 
not brilliant eneugh nor  intelll- 
gent enough to attract much 
attention or to de much harm, but 
they may accomplish some good by dis- 
closing the faults of bie character. 

The particular fault which they ex- 
pose most to view is exactly that which 
he end his party charge on President 
Roosevelt, and that te headlong rash- 
ness. With three whole menths te 
think them over they read ltke the 
estempore utterances of a curhetone 
philosopher rather than the sober opin- 
tons of a candidate for the Presidency. 
They have the same inexactness, the 
Same indifference to the truth and the 
same insensibility to the effect on the 
public mind as are exhibited by a cor 
respondent of a yellow newspaper. 

Judge Parker might plead that his 
rashness was only’ in speech. while 
President Roosevell's Was in action, but 
to this it may be replied without dan- 
ger of successful contradiction pot only 
NO can poln’ to a rash act in 
President Reoseveit's administration 
but that the world affords no instance 
of a man who was rash in speech and 
cautious in action. 

There have been many instances of 
wise epeech acéompanied by wise ac- 
tion in the same Man, a6 in the case 
of Lincoln, for the same inieliect 
that is employed in both, but no one 
ever yet wes rash, foolish and illogical 
in what he sald and wise and vigorous 
in what he did. It te possible that a 
man may be a great orater and « poor 
enecutive, becaure oratory is «a product 
not of the judgment but of the imag- 
ination and is akin to folly. Great 
administrative ability may be connect- 
ed with sound and jocical speech, but 
never with oratery nor rash talking 
nor even with garrulity or any kind. 

The best illustration of this principle 
is furnished in military life. The com- 
mand of an army of men, especially in 
time of wer. calle for a cool head, 
sound judgment, firmness of purpose 
and Gdauntiess courage, and who 
ever knew of a great soldier whe 
wee great talker’ Great generals. 
like Grant, and all men great in ac- 
tion, are ge characterized by 
gravity and reticence. There have 
been, of course, exceptions te this rule, 
but ne @keeptions to the rule that « 
scatterbrain talker is always an un- 
reliable executive and dangerous 
leader. 

Judge Parker may excuse his biun- 
ders on the ground that he has never 
been a studemt of public affairs, and 
thts is, of course, a valid excuse for 
his ignorance, but not for his precipi- 
tancy. On the contrary, aggravates 
his repeated offenses against 
sense and propriety. The very fact 
that he was ignorant should have 
made him cautious, and the unfortunate 
combination of ignorance with belated 
volubility marks him as 4 man wholly 
unfit to be Intrusted with the affairs 
of a great nation.—(Chicago Chronicie. 


Two Types of Temperament. 

It is becoming more and more ap- 
perent as the canvass progresses (hat 
one of the ehief decisions to be made 
on Novembec. & ils that between two op- 
posite types of temperament. In epite 
of some surprising|y extrevagant siate- 
ments, Judge Parker is evidently of an 
extremely cautious disposition—circum- 


spect to the point of timidity. On the

This difference constantly shows 


self, In the matter of trust regulation, 
for instance, JudgerParker would have 
the national gevernment do nething. 
His common law femedy simply means 
that he would not countenance pro- 
ceedings brought by Federal officials 
he would instigate no new legisiation, 
but would be content to leave every- 
thing to the several States. The fact 
that he would seek no Federal inter- 
vention is evidence of hia extreme wari- 
ness. 

His views on the Philippine question 
testify to the same effect. The fear 
of innevation is constantly present. He 
doubts the ability of this government 
to conduct successfully the experiment 
of guiding an alien race. The same 
caution crops out in bis attitude on the 
Panama question Judge Parker would 
undoubtedly have proceeded with ex- 
treme circeumepection in dealing with 
the situation had been in office. 
Probably he would have done nothing. 
Colombia would have been allowed to 
land treeps on the isthmus and a jong 
war would have ensued. If the Bogota 
government had been successful there 
would have been protracted negotta- 
thon with the official bDlackmailers who 
were trying to held-up the United 
States. As a result the canal work 
would have been postponed indefinitely. 
for the weight of eminent engineering 

authority was overwhelmingly against 
the Nicaragua route. 

These insiances show fairly well the 
temperament of Judge Parker. Appar- 
entiy his constant Inclination would be 
te do nothing out of the routine of the 
office. The risks that always attend 
prompt action he would conscientiously 
avoid. At the same time he would, of 
course abandon the possible advan- 


tages that might ensue. His unfam- 
iiartty with the work of administra- 
tion, shown repeatedly in his addresses, 


would e@ccentuate his natural caution. 
Tf a man of Judge Parker's tempera- 
ment had succeeded President McKin- 
ley there would have been no action 
against the Northern Securities Com- 
pany. no intervention to end the coal 
trike, no beginning of the Panama 
‘anal.—-({Keneas (liy @ter. 
A Worse Second Thought.
